HOARDED VALUES 


BASEBALL 


T^H E New Y’ork Herald-Tribune carried a story recently about the larg- 


* 
est uncut diamond in the world. It was found by a negro worker em­ 
ployed by Jacobus Jonker, an impoverished prospector, at Elandsfontein, 
South Africa, on January 16, 1934. The latter sold it to Sir Ernest Oppen- 
heimer, representing the Diamond Corporation Limited, which in turn sold 
it to a Mr. Winston. 
This Jonker diamond has been on exhibition at the silver jubilee cere­ 
monies in London but now becomes the property of a jewelry firm in New 
York City. The first owner who bought it from the poor prospector paid 
$350,000 for it. The last price paid has not been revealed, but it is said 
that it is in the neighborhood of $750,000. 
In its rough state the diamond weighs 726 carats or about five ounces! 
It is extra white and about the size of a hen’s egg. 
Mr. Winston states 
that it would be very profitable to cut the stone into smaller ones but that 
he hopes it may be kept intact. W hen finished it would become the second 
largest in the world, rivaling the famous Star of Africa. 
These great diamonds, as exhibition pieces, are very interesting. 
I 
have seen some of them. At the World's Fair in Chicago I saw a collection 
of the largest and finest in the world. 
But they had them in huge cases, 
protected by thick glass and managed by a device that would instantly 
sound an alarm, in case of attempted theft, and also protect the emit* from 
any trouble. 
I wondered then who would want to steal them. 
How could 
they be sold? 
Who would care to buy them without knowing the history 
of their purchase? 
These unusual values attract attention, but I look upon them us 
hoarded values. 
I would like to see them cut up and distributed so that 
one large stone might bring happiness to a large number, thereby em pha­ 
sizing beauty and the wonders of nature. Nothing is more mysterious than 
the colorings created by nature. The colorings in the thousands of flow­ 
ers and stones always fascinate me and convince me of the Superior Mind 
that made up this world. 
I like to take the lovely semi-precious stones, 
that have been cut, or in their uncut state, and handle them. 
They in­ 
spire me. 
W hen these stones are cut large, however, and sold for huge sums for 
mere adornment they seem like hoarded wealth that contributes nothing 
except a pride of ownership. 
Values, it seems to me, should keep giving out something — become 
cumulative and wide in their inspiration—ever helpful and distributive.
